GOOD REFEREES 
ARE SCARCE 


Some Recent Instances When Cle 
Heads Were Needed. 


> 


Several things have recently happened in conn 
tion with prize ring contests which emphasize ; 
necessity of having a clear-headed referee in all bo 
of importance. There is probably no position in a 
athletic contest which offers more opportunities { 
mistakes than of the referee of boxing. Under the « 
cumstances only referees who have demonstrated t! 
they understand the boxing rules thoroughly and ha 
the ability to think and act quickly should be allow 
to offictate at bouts of importance. Much adverse co) 
ment has been caused by lack of precision on the yx 
of those who act as referees in bouts lately, and in o 
case @ deliberate wrong was inflicted upon one pri 
cipal through the lack of Judgment displayed by t: 
referee. 

In the battle between Harry Forbes and Abe Att: 
the former easily had the better of it until the fif 
round, when he rushed the latter to the ropes. Att 
sidestepped and Forbes plunged part way through t! 
ropes, one of which passed under his chin and he! 
him practically helpless. While in this position and e: 
deavoring to get a foothold, Attell deliberately awung 
blow at Forbes jaw from behind. which knocked bi: 
out. The referee allowed the same, and Forbes lost 
battle which should have gone to him on a foul, for t), 
Marquis of Queensberry rules distinctly provide that 
fighter hanging helpless on the ropes shall be consi 
ered down, and to hitan opponent while down is thx 
meanest kind of a foul. 

Another case in point was the action of the refere 
when Jack O'Brien’s seconds threw a sponge into ti 
ring when the latter went down as the result of the 
blow delivered by Tommy Ryan. This move has from 
time immemorial been considered the sign of defeat, 
yet the referee deliberately ignored it and continued to 
give O Brien the benefit of the count instead of calling 
for his seconds to carry him to his corner. Several at 
tempts to explain the sponge-throwing episode by 
O’ Brien’s seconds have failed to exunerate the referee, 
for if it was an accident, as claimed, the referee could! 
not have been cognizant of it at the time. Manager 
Perretti, who looks after Ryan’s interests, is quoted us 
claiming that O’Brien was out for more than the ten 
seconds allowed by the rules, He says: 

* Regarding the sponge-throwing affair, McCoy first 
tried to throw water on O’Brien, but he couldn’t do it 
very well, so he threw the sponge in his face. Even 
that didn’t revive bim. There were two distinct fouls, 
but the referee was counting over O’Brien. When the 
sponge came in he stopped counting, walked over and 
kicked it out, then returned arfi resumed counting. 
O’Brien had been out more than ten seconds then. 

“Joe Macias, Kid Carter’s manager, was Ryans 
timekeeper, and when the bell sounded the end of the 
round, Macias protested, saying there was still over 
thirty seconds, Besides, McCoy had already thrown 
the sponge into the ring; but the referee refused to 
recognize us. Macias wanted me to protest, but to do 
it I would have had to climb into the ring, and as soon 
as I did that we would have been disqualified on a foul 
and O’Brien would have got the fight.” 

The action of the referee made little difference as it 
turned out, for even O’Brien’s townsmen admitted that 
Ryan was his master, but if the conditions had been 
reversed and O’Brien robbed of a knockout over the 
holder of the middleweight championship, the story 
would have been a different one. All of which goes to 
show that the man who attempts to referee a ring battle 
for the championship has got to know what he is there 
for and be prepared for any emergency that may arise.
